‘Exit, Scrip Ring. By an overwhelm- 
ing majority the people on Monday 
* voted to issue the half million in bonds 
asked by the Board of Aldermen. 
The condition of affairs rendered this 
method of relief from financial embar- 
rassments alone feasible and the public 
recognized the fact. The proposition 
was fought by a Ring composed mainly 
of wealthy property-holders, largely in 
arrears to the city for taxes. Their pre- 
tense was the prevention of additional 
municipal indebtedness. The real ob- 
ject was to force more issues of scrip, 
that this currency might depreciate 
until reaching a figure enabling them, 
by its purchase, to discharge their obli- 
gations for atrifle. The scheme failed, 
and large property-holders, like small | 
ones, Will pay their taxes in a paper rap- 


idiy appreciating to par. From a busi- 
polatof view this effort of the Ring 
i was shrewd. But it was selfish, and the 
people steraly rebuked it. Every soph- 


ism calculated to find favor was used. 
Every misfepresentation calculated to 
= injure the proposed issue was brought 
forward. Little hand-bills were gratu- 
; itously distributed by thousands in the 
; interest of the Ring; and it is under- 
stood that nearly $3,000 were expended 
to manipulate voters at the polls. This

~ nate in the acquisition of worldly goods. 
We repeat, there will be n0 necessity 
for issuing bonds to heip the city out 
of straits when those able to pey, and 
‘ who know they must eventually pay, 
come forward as promptly as those who 
meet this demand only by the most 
strenuous exertions. The property of 
the city is pledged for the public debt. 
‘ihe corporation ia sadly in need of 
money lo pay oki scores and farther 
enterp rice cesential to the public pros- 
periiy. Let all show a determina- 
tion to lighten the burden as greatly
